IN FRANCE, Wednesday, Jan. 23 
(By A. P.).—The French on Monday 
executed a brilliant rafd on the Ger- 
man lines eastward from Vienne-le- 
Chateau, near Foure de Paris aldéng 
a front of 3000 yards and reaching 
a depth of 600 yards. An intense

|Problems of Revolution. 


We have witnessed with our own 
eyes the pathetic bankruptcy of the 
hopes of a peaceful growth of pro- 
letarian well-being. The Reformists, 
contrary to their own doctrine, were 
forced to resort to violence in order 
to find their way out of the political 
cul-de-sac—and not the violence of 
the peoples against the ruling 
classes, but the military violence of 
the ruling classes against other na- 
tions. Since 1848 the German bour- 
geoisie has renounced revolutionary 
methods for solving its problems. 
They left it to the feudal class to 
solve their own bourgeois questions 
by. the method of war. Socidél de- 
velopment confronted the proletari- 
at with the problem of revolution. 
Evading revolution, the Reformists 
were forced to g0 through: the 
same process of historical decline as 
the liberal’ bourgeoisie. The’ Re- 
formists also left it to their ruling 
classes, that is the same feudal 
caste, to solve the proletarian jprob- 
lem by the method of war.

past. With Britain’s improved forces and re- 
sources and with Italy’s recovered stamina our al- 
lies undoubtedly can hold their lines if not beat 
‘the enemy this year. 
| In showing that France is not feeble we do not 
mean to say that she can maintain successful 
warfare against powerful forces indefinitely, nor 


‘rations to put effective forces in the field. Our 
strength is needed at fhe earliest possible mo- 
ment’ to support the hard fighting forces of 
France and Britain and Italy and to supply the 
superiority necessary to assure early victory. 

A just view of French strength and resources 
does not in any degree diminish the necessity and 
the obligation resting upon us to intensify our ef- 
forts to become quickly a potent and deciding fac- 
tor in the field. What France, Britain and Italy 
have done and are doing under tremendous strain 
should stimulate us to intense endeavor to do our 
part and to end the destructive conflict.

‘Jo slake the pour upon 
lumps a small quantiiy of water. 
enough ito moisten the whole mass. 
At once the lime grows hot, smokes, 
sizzles and at last crumbles into a 
white powder. If all the lumps are 
not reduced to powder add a little 
‘more water until all the lime is 
slaked. The silaked lime does not 
keep in the air, but only in water. So 
only the quantity that can be kept in

ihandy all the time by wrapping the 
slaked lime tightly in a flanne! bag, 
hanging this in the middle of the 
water reservoir and shaking it the 
water. in half an hour the water 
becomes clear and may be used like 
ordinary water foi kneading the 
dough.
